Furniture, Indian Paintings 


Attracting Many Art Lovers 


Second in Series of Period Styles in the Decorative 
Arts Has Many Fine Pieces — Indian’s Work 


Pleases 


The Addison gallery is a busy place at 
present with four exhibitions occupying the 
attention of art-lovers. The second in the 
series of “Period Styles in the Decorative 
Arts’ has recently been put on exhibit, and 
another recent and very popular addition is a 
group of paintings by Wo Peen, an Indian 
who appeared at a lecture at the academy 
two weeks ago. The Cleveland and sports 
exhibitions are still gracing the walls of the 
gallery and will do so for a few days longer 

The furniture exhibition shows the Rococ 
co and Classic periods, lasting roughly from 
1750 to 1800. Two highboys, one a Garvan 
piece and one loaned by Mrs, Samuel Stevens, 
immediately attract the visitors’ attention 
on entering. The Garvan highboy antedates 
Mrs. Stevens’ and proves a good transitional 
piece from the William and Mary six-legged 
style. The highboys in this period have but 
four legs. The shell was then used frequently 
as a motif, but in Mrs. Stevens’ highboy 
there is a painted sun motif, an unusual 
feature, This piece differs also from the 
Garvan piece in its bonnet top, the prevalent 
mode at the time. The full development of the 
highboy came in the Chippendale period. 

An adaptation of the Chippendale chair 
style is shown in four Garvan chairs. The 
back top rail and the claw and ball foot are 
distinguishing features p 

I'wo Chippendale tiptop tables, capable of 
being tipped back and placed against a wall, 
will attract much attention. One of them, an 
American one, has a pie-crust border. The 
English table has no border. It was loaned by 
Miss Mary Gardner ‘ 

\ second room devoted to this exhibit 
shows furniture from 1780-1800, These post 
revolution pieces were replacing the Chip 
pendale and followed the wave 
which swept the world following the finding 
of the ruins of Pompeii. The wood used is 
lighter and the elaborate carving has given 
way to inlay work. Motifs in general were the 
eagle, medallions, or Grecian urns These 
newer types were ¢ illed Sheraton and 
Hepplewhite. The Sheraton 1s different in 
that it employs straight lines and has fluted 
legs while Hepplewhite has afew more 
curves and a straight leg or spade foot 

One of the best pieces is a very fine Hep 
plewhite sideboard loaned by J. Duke Smith 
Two knife boxes were loaned by Mrs 
Augustus P. Thompson and are placed on 
top of the sideboard. They are mahogany 
with inlay 

An interesting variation is a set of chairs 
and which have the designs painted 
and not inlaid.

Main St. Parking 
to Be Restricted 


Parking on Main street will soon be re 
stricted, if plans now making headway are 
completed. For some time the selectmen have 
been in touch with the state traffic com- 
missioner on this matter, and at present 
parking rules are being considered. The 
board went over a set of proposed rules 
Monday and accepted those they felt were 
applicable to Andover. Next Monday a 
state representative will be here to go over 
the changes, and if he approves the revised 
rules, the state department of public works 
and the attorney-general must approve 
Then the selectmen will pass Rules and 
Orders for parking here in town. 

Nothing definite has been done as yet, 
but a time limit will probably be set on 
parking between Campion’s corner and 
Morton street. On Brook street it is probable 
that parking will be allowed only on the east 
side. In Shawsheen village angle parking may 
be allowed on the north side of Balmoral 
street, with no parking on the south side 
\ small section on the west side of Main 
street in Shawsheen square may be set off 
for angle parking. Several streets will be set 
aside for coasting. None of these rules are 
definite as yet, however 


Noted Surgeon, Native 
of This Town, Dies 


Dr. William Phillips Graves, 63, noted 
American surgeon and professor of gyne 
cology at the Harvard Medical school for 
over 21 years, died at his home January 25 of 
pneumonia, Dr. Graves was born in Andover 
January 29, 1870. He was a graduate of Yale 
and the Harvard Medical school. While a 
student at Yale in 1888 he was a member of 
“Pa Corbin’s” famous football eleven, re 
puted to be one of the greatest of all football 
teams 

Dr. Graves had received many honors 
from different medical societies and a number 
of written works have been contributed to 
medical science by him. In 1931 he had 
served as the president of the Council of the 
American Gynecological society and was a 
member of that organization 

The British College of Obstetricians and 
Gynecologists honored him recently with an 
honorary fellowship, a deserved gift which 
only two other men in the world have ever 
obtained, Dr. Graves was also a member of 
the American College of Surgeons and for 
years the staff of surgeons at the Free Hos 
pital for Women in Brool line was under his 
direction

The reason for his 
resignation is that he is a candidate for the 
position of fireman at the post office, and 
under civil service regulations no man is 
eligible if holding elective office. The civil 
service exams were held in the fall, but no 
decision has been made as yet, according to 
Acting Postmaster Fred E. Cheever. It is 
understood an eligible list was established, | 
but the commission has been rechecking on 
the exams.

The most scholarly recital ever played at 
Phillips academy was presented by Gunther 
Ramin, organist at St. Thomas, Leipzig, last 
Tuesday evening before an audience which 
included many musicians from Boston and 
the vicinity. A famous American concert 
organist once boasted that he could give a 
recital on any organ without having seen the 
organ in advance, to which remark the late 
Dr, Wolle replied: ‘ Perhaps so, but he could 
give a better recital if he had looked at it in 
advance,” No visiting organist has ever pre- 
pared himself so thoroughly at the local 
console as did Mr. Ramin, spending virtually 
the entire day in familiarizing himself with 
the organ, No wonder then that no preceding 
recital was characterized by such genuine 
finesse in registration. To be sure, the pro 
gram was not easy for the layman. But then, | 
one is reminded of the great English preacher, 
Frederick Robertson, who preached one 
sermon annually over the heads of his parish- 
ioners in order to keep them humble. One 
fears that for not a few of those present one 
should paraphrase the words of Hans Sachs 
in the “ Meistersinger’’: “‘ Nur mit der Melo 
die war er ja gar nicht frei: doch sag’ ich 
nicht, dass das ein Fehler sei; nur ist’s nicht 
leicht zu behalten, und das argert unsre 
Alten 

It was interesting to compare the lesser 
Passacaglia of Buxtehude, whom Bach 
walked 50 miles to hear and under whose 
inspiration he outstayed his one month's 
leave by five months, with the greater work 
of Bach. As some one remarks, Bach has 
built over Buxtehude’s chapel a heaven 
piercing dome. The second Toccata of Pach 
elbel, the master of the Sebaldus Kirche in 
Nurnberg-—the American tourist associates 
it with the “ Bratwurst-glockle” rather than 
the more distinguished organist—was delight 
ful with its interestingly piquant registration 
Is there a more haunting melody than the 
Strassburg choral; “An Wasserflussen Baby 
lon”? As one listened to the exquisite prelude 
with the double pedal one was reminded of 
that meeting of Bach with the great organist 
Reincken in Hamburg when the former im 
provised for the latter on this melody and the 
latter remarked at the conclusion of the 
improvisation: “I thought this art had died 
out, but I see it still lives in you.” If the 
layman has difficulty in appreciating the 
Bach Pa lia—termed the greatest set of 
variations ever written—let him purchase the 
record of the orchestral version by Mr 
Stokowski. Mr. Ramin has gotten out hi 
own edition of Bach “ Pastorale” with what 
Schweitzer somewhat disparagingly calls the 
appended “ Klaviersachelchen.” It was inter 
esting to compare a performance on the very 
famous baroque organ of the 17th century by

ure—Movies Approved 


Eight hundred people gathered at the 
town hall Wednesday evening in a weirdly 
conducted meeting which produced in posi 
tive action only a vote to hold a referendum 
on the state school question and a vote to 
approve Sunday movies. An amendment was 
at one time passed which appropriated $2,000 
for truck hire by the Board of Public Works 
but on reconsideration the vote was re- 
scinded after the town meeting had become 


| overwhelmingly involved in a mass of tech- 


nicalities 

_ The greater part of the meeting was spent 
in straightening out the tangle caused by this 
amendment. This unique situation ‘arose 
when Matthew Burns proposed an amend 
ment to Mr. Kidd’s three articles asking for 
appropriations for the purpose of building 
gravel roads under the direction of the Board 
of Public Works. Mr. Burns suggested as an 
amendment that the meeting appropriate 
$2,000 for truck hire and the purchase of 
materials. This was accepted by the voters 
The next question put by the moderator 
was evidently not clear to the voters, but 
when the vote was taken, the moderator 
announced that articles 4, 5 and 6 had passed 
as amended. Many people understood from 
this that $14,000 had been appropriated and 
the whole meeting was in a turmoil as to just 
what had been done 

Mr. Kidd on the other hand felt that his 
three articles had gone down to defeat and he 
moved for reconsideration. The meeting 
seemed divided as to just what they had 
voted, Some believed that $14,000 had been 
appropriated, since “amendment” to them 
meant an addition or a supplement, while 
others felt that the amendment was a sub 
stitute. Moderator Frederick Butler tried to 
straighten it out by declaring the amendment 
a substitute for the three articles, but still 
there arose questions. On reconsidering the 
voters defeated both the articles and the 
amendment, although many were surprised 
after the meeting to learn that they had not 
appropriated a cent. 

To make the meeting strictly legal, the 
$14,000 total could not have been appropri 
ated, since no town meeting can increase the 
amount specified in the warrant, according to 
law. However, this point was not brought out 
atall 


Butler Moderator 


County Commissioner Fred M. Butler 
was clected moderator on motion of Joseph 
Chambers, since Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, the 
regular moderator, is abroad. Mr. Butler 
was the only candidate mentioned. 

Mr. Chambers immediately moved that 
articles one and two asking for reconsidera- 
tion of the state school project and for the 
naming of a committee from the floor be 
combined. This motion was carried. C. Carle- 
ton Kimball opened the debate after a period 
of hesitancy on the part of the audience. Mr 
Kimball stated that the issue had already 
been put before the town at the annual town 
meeting but the town did not want it. He 
said he felt this was a wise decision and repre- 
sented the mature judgment of the town 
meeting. The state, he declared, acce pted the 
decision and dropped the project. He thought 
it was foolish for the town to revive a dead 
project. He then moved that the article be 
defeated 

Herbert Lewis said that the speaker was 
out of order. John Traynor moved indefinite 
postponement, and in the noise of protest 
following this, George B. Frost tried to speak, 
but unsuccessfully. John F. O'Connell arose

Police Try to Hush 


Up Shooting Affair 


Frank McBride, permanent officer on the 
early morning shift, was accidentally wound 
ed last Thursday morning about four o'clock 
by a discharge from the revolver of Sergeant 
Leonard Saunders, The revolver dropped 
from its holster while the sergeant was pick- 
ing it up from a chair in the police station and 
a .38 calibre bullet entered McBride's thigh 
as a result. 

It was not until early Friday afternoon 
that the story was given out to the press. No 
record of the accident was made in the police 
book. Friday morning there was a rumor 
around town that Officer Mcbride was home 
sick, but all doubt was dispelled with the an 
nouncement early in the afternoon that the 
officer had been accidentally shot. The 
newspapers checked up at the station 
Thursday morning, afternoon, and evening as 
usual, but the shooting was shrouded in 
secrecy 

The bullet was imbedded in MeBride’s 
thigh, and as yet no effort has been made to 
remove it. According to Dr. Daly, it will not 
be taken out for some time. The officer was 
resting comfortably yesterday afternoon 

According to the story finally given out to 
the press, Sergeant Saunders had reported at 
the station when he was going off duty at 
four o'clock, Officer McBride also reported 
at the station as is the custom after standing 
duty in the square, The sergeant placed his 
holster and gun in one of the chairs and his 
fellow officer sat in the other. When leaving 
for home, Sergeant Saunders picked up the 
holster and gun and while strapping it 
around his waist, the revolver fell to the 
floor and went o 

rhe bullet struck a chair, it was reported, 
and glancing olf, it entered McBride's 
thigh. The injured officer was taken to his 
home and later taken to the hospital. He is at 
home now

Chain stores are here in Andover in order to get all they 
can from the town and not to serve the town. In one of the 
huge organizations there are 16,000 stores throughout the 
country, all run from a central office. If they keep these 
stores open an extra afternoon from one to six and only 
make one dollar an hour in each store, the firm makes $80,- 
000 a week extra. From a strictly mercenary viewpoint, 580,- 
000 is worth trying for. But take a local groceryman, Keeping 
open an extra half-day would give him only five dollars a 
week extra, and that to him is not worthwhile, since it in- 
volves keeping his men at work when they deserve time ofl 
for working late Saturday nights. The chain store manage- 
ment, however, ¢ little for the hours that their men 
work; to a man sitting in an office in a big city a worker ina 
small town chain store is just an automaton whose only 
function in life is to secure money for the firm, His health 
does not matter; the fact that most firms do not employ 
their employees more than forty-eight hours a week does not 
matter: the only thing that counts is the dollar,

classify in any way but men interested in this 
work are gradually doing this, 

Of the ten million already classified and 
named there is only one insect that man can | 
use for his advantage and that is the honey 
bee. Mr. Meigs emphasized the fact that | 
there are 10,000 diflerent kinds of bees but | 
only one class of honey bee and that these are | 
essential in flower and plant life, as they as- 


flowers that come from seeds have to have 
elements carried from one flower to another. 
The garden products are also made fertile by 
the bee. If it were not possible for the bee to | 
carry pollen from one flower to another, a 


bee is an essential worker for itself and the 
people. 

Bees are considered animals and if they get | 
away and free over the boundary line they 
belong to no one but may be claimed by the} 
person securing them, At first it was con 
sidered necessary to kill the bees of a hive in | 
order to get honey but later it was discovered 
that it was possible to house the bee and have 
a removable frame so as to extract the honey | 
from the hive while the bee lived ial 

Before 1636 there were no bees in America | 
of commercial importance and the bees here 
now were brought by immigrants. In the | 
early time our forefathers found that it was | 
necessary to have bees carry pollen from one 
flower to another and so the bee was an asset 
to the plant life. 

Only recently have we appreciated the | 
work of the honey bee to man and we are now 
trying to help the situation and for the last 
three or four years 25 to 75 packages of bees | 
have been obtained for distribution. Com- | 
mercial orchards have commenced to use bees 
for the fruit. 


Bees are not very big insects but they seem | 
much larger when they are defending their | 
store and a person is stung by a bee. Mr. | 
Meigs related in an interesting manner how a | 
person could become immune from the bee | 
and also concerning the sting and the fangs | 
that are used and the remedy for the bite 
In a vivid manner, he explained just what 
took place when a bee stung a person and 
with slides showed pictures of the fangs that 
enter the person.
